It can be said without fear of 
contradiction that when the first 
Australia Cup Competition 
commenced in 1962, it marked the 
culmination of many years 

of effort and development by the 
then Federation Chairman, the 
Jate Dr. H. Seamonds. 


It had been Henry Seamonds’ vision 
to create a national image for 
Soccer in Australia. As long as 
Soccer was played merely in its 
regions and its States, the proposition 
of its obtaining any form of 
national recognition was merely 


fantasy. 


In the past three years the Australia 
Cup competition has probably 

done more to weld the Sport into 

a truly National body than any 
other single development. 


There is much yet to do to achieve 
this ultimate goal. But the door 


has been opened. 


Eligibility to enter the Australia 
Cup competition is restricted to 
League and Cup Leaders in each

four each from New South Wales 
and Victoria, 1 each from 


Queensland, South Australia,

and A.C.T. A total of £3,000 will 
be divided as prize money amongst 
the final four places — £1,500 to 
the winner, £800 to the runner up, 
and £350 each to 3rd and 4th 
placegetters. 


In 1962 the Australia Cup was won 
by the N.S.W. club, Yugal. It was 
followed by a Victorian Club in 
1963 — Slavia-Port Melbourne and 
in 1964 the honours remained in 


Victoria through George Cross. 


With the rapid strides which Soccer 
has made throughout Australia in 
the past few years, it is not outside 
‘the realm of reality to look forward 
to the day when an Australia Cup 
winner will come from outside the 
two major-population States. For it 
is in the bringing together of the 
Soccer-playing communities of all 
States of the Commonwealth that 
the Australia Cup finds its true
